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HERE comes a time in all campaigns 
when it behooves to calVa halt and sur- 
vey the situation. 
The newspapers in 


Madison are printing in double type the 
statement that the good name and pa~ 


triotism of the state of Wisconsin are at stake. 
Office seekers and their satellites are shouting 
from the platform that the eyes of the Union are 
upon Wisconsin. It is a fact .that, people beyond 
the boundaries of the state have an idea that we 
of Wisconsin are in great trouble—that we are 
under military guard—that there are riots and 
that Wisconsin is the home of sedition and that 
residence in this commonwealth means resi- 
dence in the headquarters of the "Bolsheviki 
movement. One eastern paper lias had the au- 
dacity to publish the statement that the state 
capital is under military guard. We who reside 
here know that these statements are unwar- 
ranted and are deliberate lies. But there is of 
course someone to blame. There is some founda- 
tion for the spread of these stories. 


Some one is starting a propaganda. We 


hear a lot of German propaganda, but of other 
kinds of propaganda we hear nothing. All this 
talk —all these newspaper articles —all this 
shouting of disloyalty and charges of "Bolshe- 
vikism" from the platform and through the me- 
dium of editorials is hurting not only the fair 
name of the state, but it is gradually sowing m 
the breasts of a lot of otherwise loyal citizens 
the seeds of discontent and dissatisfaction, and 
if there is a harvest the parties who started the 
propaganda and sowed the seed will have the 
pleasure of knowing that they are to blame. 


During the special session of the legislature 


recently one of the most prominent members 
made the statement that there "was more Hell 
in Madison than in any other place in the state. 
"Why do you people stand for it?" he asked. The 
result has been that a rather careful analysis 
has been made for the purpose of ascertaining 
just where all this propaganda originated and 
what was the motive behind it. 


The basic factor in this propaganda seems 


to be that the patriotic fervor of a lot of the "par- 
lor" patriots can be charged up to the fact that 
they think "it is the proper thing to; do." Cer- 
tain of our self-styled patriotic citizens—par- 
ticularly the crowd which has its habitat at noon 
around'the Round Table of the Madison Club, 
talk, and talk, and talk, without knowing just 
what they are talking about, or why. They have 
no idea as to just what La Follette stated in his 
St. Paul speech, or what he said in Congress, or 
what he printed in his magazine, but they are 
against it. 
Why? 
Because, forsooth, some 


members of the club, like'Magnus Swenson or 
W. N. Parker, think he and all who support him 
should be consigned to the category of the dis- 
loyal. A couple of newspapers in Madison take 
it up, say he is disloyal,"and-it becomes thei 
proper thing;" and the brothers of the "Kelly 
Pool Gang" shout "Out with him." The direct- 
ors of the club, in order to show their patriotism, 
throw him out without notice or hearing, in a 
star chamber session. Comrade Swt-nson knows 
in the afternoon that the thing is to be pulled off. 
The resolution is drafted and the meeting of di- 
rectors becomes but a rubber stamp. The di- 
rectors themselves do not know just what par- 
ticular thing the Senior Senator has done, but it 
is "the proper thing" and out he goes. 


Agmn, the State Journal starts a campaign 


against Congressman Nelson. The brothers of 
the Madison Club Round Table not to be outdone 
start a "Never Again Nelson Club." One of the 


manufacturers of the city who has made a large 
amount of money out of the war, gets some cellu- 
loid buttons printed. 
The United States Dis- 


trict Attorney, the secret service agents are pes- 
tered, and the newspapers keep it up until Nel- 
son is finally indicted. The same crowd call him 
disloyal. A handpicked candidate comes into- 
the field against Nelson just before his trial. To 
the surprise of the crowd Nelson is discharged 
by the court. He makes a speech in Congress in 
which he charges Swenson and Parker with 
sending telegrams to Washington urging ac- 
tion. 
Does any newspaper print any denial/ 


No. Nelson charges again, what is an absolute 
fact, that his son wrote to the officers of Dane 
County asking them what to do in order to reg- 
ister and that no answer was received. Do the 
same newspapers print anything? 
No. The 


Capital Times starts in business. A coterie ol 
people go from store to store and tell the shop 
keepers that anyone who advertises m The Capi- 
tal Times will lose their patronage. This is done 
because they are patriotic, not because they 
have any grievance, of course, against The Capi- 
tal Times. 
. 
The editor of the State Journal gives to his 


friend Samuel Hopkins Adams the "dope" that 
The Capital Times is supported by German 
funds and then reprints the article. Doesjie 
know anything about the facts that he gave Mr., 
Adams? No. He got the data, according to his 
sworn testimony, from his friend Comrade 
Swenson. Comrade Swenson then denies that 
he told Jones any such thing. The editor of the 
State Journal calls La Follette all kinds of dif- 
ferent things, but under oath he says,he did not 
mean them and that they were not true. 


Recently the same editor published a state- 


ment that anyone who signs a petition to have 
the question of license or no-license submitted to 
a vote of the people at the Spring election is dis- 
loyal. Yet some forty-two hundred citizens of 
Madison signed such a petition. Are they all dis- 
loyal?' According to the State Journal and its 
distinctly loyal editor, Yes. I wonder how long 
he would last if he ;told some of the signers of 
that petition face to face that they were disloyal? 
How many people of Madison would subscribe 
to such an idiotic statement? 


Again if you support Crownhart for the Su- 


preme Court or Thompson for the Senate, ac- 
cording to this editor, you are disloyal. Yet the 
voters of Dane County seemed to resent this im- 
putation so far as Thompson was r/oncerned. 
Crownhart with a son enlisted and on his way to 
France certainly deserves no such stigma. 


What about the other side of this glass 


house? Are the Johnsons who have made large 
sums of money out of the war and who received 
coal by the wagon load, at a time when the fuel 
administrator was limiting the deliveries to a 
ton to private residences, unpatriotic? 
If so, 


why no comment from The State Journal? Are 
the factories run by the Johnsons, the Ramseys, 
the Burgesses, and others who did not pay their 
men for the five days' lay-off, although they have 
made much money out of the war, and although 
the government requested the payments to be 
made, loyal, and the Hausmanns and Fauer- 
bachs who happen to run a brewery and who 
paid their men for the five days, who shut their 
plants down and paid their men for the heatless 
Mondays disloyal? Why was nothing said in the 
State Journal? Is the banker who <Jid not have 
time to talk to the drafted man about his busi- 


i ness affairs or to assist him in any way loyal or 
disloyal? Yet this men is in the front rank of 


this crowd of self-styled patriots—beating the 
tom-toms and denouncing everyone who does 
not coincide with his peculiar views as disloyal. 


What reason is there for this branding of 


people promiscuously as disloyal? There is ab- 
solutely no justification for it. There is no rea- 
son for the editors of these papers to send mark- 
ed copies of the papers to Washington, unless 
they are trying to camouflage the Administra- 
tion into the idea that they are saving the state 
and thus help themselves to governmental jobs. 
There have been no activities against the Gov- 
ernment in Wisconsin. Wisconsin has met her 
quota of the draft and has "gone over the top 
in every one of the drives. 
Yet this continual 


ding-donging that this man, or that man, is not 
loyal has a tendency to make neighbor look ask- 
ance at neighbor. We have not even heard of 
"Secret Service Parker" getting the goods on 
anyone. All that has been accomplished is to 
stir up class feeling. It is doing the very thing 
that should bexavoided—making people feel as 
if they were looked upon with suspicion. The 
high-brow element have an eruption every once 
in a while, but that is to be expected. If they! 
want to run around the squirrel cage let them. 
It is nothing new and does no particular harm. 
The thing that should be avoided is the stirring 
up of a deep seated resentment among the com- 
mon people. Call a man disloyal and keep call- 
ing him disloyal and you do not get much en- 
thusiasm out of him and not much support. 


We are in a war and we need the united sup- 


port of the common people. We can get along 
very well without the Johnsons and Joneses, and 
patriots of that class, but we must have the sup- 
port of THE PEOPLE. 
If newspaper editors 


are going to be allowed to run wild—printing 
things-they do not believe—opening their col- 
umns to articles by lawyers who are attorneys 
for profiteering concerns and printing com- 
munications that the editor does not believe to 
be true, and then refusing paid advertising mat 
ter for a candidate for the United States Senate, 
it is about time some espionage act were passed 
on the subject of unwarranted abuse of the 
newspapers. 
Is all this abuse the overzealous, mistaken 


idea of a few true patriots, or is there some ul- 
terior reason? It has been charged on the floor 
of the assembly that certain profiteering inter- 
ests have directly or indirectly assisted finan- 
cially this propaganda. If this is true, then there 
is an explanation as clear as day for the activi- 
ties. If this charge is not true it ought to be 
denied. 
. 
The people are becoming pretty sick of this 


petty squabbling—this cheap attempt by a small, 
clique to pass upon the qualifications for loyalty 
of the citizens-of this state. We are all Ameri- 
cans. If the newspapers of this city, the Demo- 
crat, the State Journal, and the Capital Times 
have the true interests of. the country at heart 
they ought to put on the brakes while the people 
at least have some respect for the integrity of 
the.se papers. 
If they do not do so, then the 


papers themselves deserve to be placed in the 
list of the disloyal with their names emblazoned 
in heavy type. 


It is not true patriotism to attempt to put 


some fanatic propaganda of an editor across un- 
der the camouflage of patriotism, or to damn the 
other fellow by calling him disloyal. The man 
or group of men who do, or attempt to do such 
a thing, are deserving of the contempt and con- 
demnation of the community, and believe me, 
they will "get theirs."

The British are resisting the powerful German thrusts. 


The heavy concentration of guns and men enabled the .at- 
tacker* to penetrate the British first line at some points, but 
they must still overcome further defenses and suffer-lur- 
ther severe casualties before they can hope to effect a ser^ 


• ious'brach in the allied front. 


The heavy assaults against the British line between 


the Oise and the Scarpe continue but nowhere have-the at- 
tackers effected a breach in Field Marshal, Hai^s battle 
positions and the British rank and file is confident that the 
tremendous German effort will be futile. 


Field Marshal Haig has deemed it expedient not to di- 


vulge the exact location of the British battle line,.but the. 
most intense fighting has been around Croiselles, on the 
north and Leverguier, on the south. 
In the_center of the 


northern half of the fifty mile front, near the Bapaume- 
Cambrai high road, the British have held against the en- 
emy. Near Croiselleij the Germans used nine divisions in 
their attack and south of St. Quentin they used six div- 
isions. Here the British retired to the protection of the 
Oise river and the flooded ground near it. 


Berlin, in announcing the capture of 16,000 prisoners 


and 200 guns, does not locate the fighting areas nor does.it 
specify the sectors of most intense action. It place the 
fighting as along a front between Arras and La Fere. 
. 


The initial German efforts were aimed at Lagnicourt, 


at the Northern end of the sharp Cambrai salient, and at 
Gouzeacourt, at the southern point of the salient. 
After 


the first assault, the Germans, firing great quantities of 
shells- into the British positions, lengthened the attacking 


~ front several miles at both ends of the salient. 
Apparently 


they gained the first line British positions on the sectors 
attacked, but.suffered severely from British rifle, machine 
gun and artillery fire against their solid advancing ranks. 


The Germans have not yet taken advantage of the 


concentration of allied attention to the Cambr/u front to 
make an attack on another section in the west. The intense 
bombardment in the Verdun and Ypres sectors, however, 
continues. 
Along the Chemin des Dames and in the Cham- 


pagne the German guns have been firing violently, but 
three small German attacks in the Champagne were re- 
pulsed by the French.
